2 More Years of Terrestrial Storms, 
Extreme Temperatures Predicted 


“Wet Cycle” Accompanies 


Scientist Explains; Lightning, Disturbances Come 
Along With Solar Eruptions. 


Spots on Sun, California 


SAN JOSE, Chi. Feb. 1.—(7)—At} 
least two more years of terrestrial 
storms, causing ‘ucreased precipitation 
and extreme temperatures, were fore- 
cast here today by Dr. Albert J. New- 
lin, of the University of Santa Ciara. 

Dr. Newlin, director of the Ricard 


memorial observatory, said he based 
the prediction on the sunspot theory 
developed by the late Father Jerome 
S. Ricard, noted “padre of the rains.” 

“Five years ago I forecast that we 
were about to enter a cycle of in- 
creased precipitation based on the 
Ricard theory,” said Dr. Newlin, suc- 
cessor of the noted priest. 

“Since then sunspots have shown a 
considerable increase approaching a 
maximum period about two years 
hence when the peak will be reached. 

“We have found over many years 
of observation that a wet cycle accom- 
panies the appearance of the solar spot 


groups. In the past two years hardly 
a day passed that the solar surface 
was clear of eruptions. 

‘“‘At times great masses of spots (we 
once counted 24) appeared on the 
solar surface. At present a huge group 
covers the entire solar surface accom- 
panied by one of the largest single 
spots observed in many years, tenta- 
tively estimated in excess of 124,000 
miles. 

“Observations conducted at the ob- 
servatory by Father Ricard and my- 
self show definitely that precipitation 
increases, extreme temperature ranges 
in summer and winter, and electrical 
storms and disturbances, accompany 
these cycles of solar eruptions. 

“Following the peak of the sun 
spots about two years hence there will 
be a gradual decline in their amount, 
bringing on a period of comparative 
quiescence, 3 

“These cycles are generally com- 
pleted in 11 years.”

dries, etc. The surveyors will also 
seek figures on the tota! bonded in- 
debtedness of each governmental unit 
as well as the total of floating debt. 
Governor Shows Value. 

Governor Rivers, in a brief talk, 
pointed out the value of such figures 
for the administration and legislature 
in its efforts to lower the total tax 
burden of the state by shifting some 
of the duties now filled by the local 
governments to state control. ° 

He instanced this by pointing to 
the present effort in the legislature 
to secure tax exemption for homes, 
declaring it was necessary to know 
what amount of taxable value would 
be taken from the digests if the 
exemption figure was put at $5,000, 
$2,500 or some other figure. He sug- 
gested securing of data in _ several 
typical counties on the result of a 
sliding scale of taxation exemption, 
the amount exempted being reduced in | 
inverse ratio to the total value of | 
the individual property holdings. | 
Under this plan the man with a/| 
$2,000 home might be entirely exempt, 
while the man with property assessed 
at $3,500 would receive less’ than 
$2,500 exemption. This reduction 
would continue until, perhaps at $50,- 
000, it would cease entirely. 

Dr. R. P. Brooks, of the Univer- 
sity of Georgia, outlined the plans 
made for the survey, while Professor 
Lloyd Raisty, under whose active di- 
rection it is to be conducted, described 
the mechanical arrangements made 
and revealed some of the difficulties 
encountered in securing the desired 


data. 
Objectives Defined. 

Edward A. Terry, associate direc- 
tor, also spoke, telling of the objec- 
tives sought and what it was hoped 
to attain by the survey. 

Miss Gay B. Shepperson, WPA di- 
rector for Georgia, told of the pleas- 
ure her organization felt in being able 
to work in full co-operation with the 
state government and said it would be 
largely from the innumerable inci- 
dental features to be secured in this 
survey that she felt the greatest ben- 
efit would be derived. 

Dr. Brooks, in his opening remarks, 
revealed that the survey was first re- 
quested from the federal government 
as a WPA project in 1935, intended as 
a means of securting data to help in 
the defeat of the 15-mill tax limitation 
amendment on which the people voted 


last year. The project was approved, | 


he said, two months after that amend- 
ment had been defeated at the polls, 
but was now being made at a time 
when its value would be even greater, 
potentially, to the state, 

Workers Trained. 

Professor Raisty said it bad been 
necessary to give special truining as 
auditors to the workers to he em- 
ployed in the field and reported on 
some counties where the records were 
so incompletely kept it was impossible 
to secure all the data desired 

Dr. Brooks referred to the experi- 
ence of North Carolina which, togeth- 
er with practically all other states ex- 
cept Georgia, has instituted a system 
of state control over loca! government 
expenditures. That state, he said, in- 
stituted such a system in 1929 over 
great opposition from the local gov- 
erning bodies, but now had greatly 
expanded the control board’s powers 
on the insistence of the very groups 
which had opposed the plan at the 
beginning. 

Governor Rivers, stating the great 
burden of taxation came from the lo- 
cal governments rather than from the| 
state, said it was the policy of the, 
administrafion by providing largely 
for the schools, for old-age pensions 
and other forms of social security and 
by eventually taking over of all roads 
in the state, to relieve the county 
governments of practically all the 
more expensive items of service they 
are now called upon to meet.

Ex-Attorney Says He Was

mit Lindy Slaying.

Tne trial of three men charged with 
the kidnaping and assault of Paul H.

SUPREME COURT VOIDS 
UNILITY CONTROL TAX 


Washington Levy on Rail- 
ways To Regulate Them 
Loses 5 to 4. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 1. 
The supreme court held invalid today 
a Washington state law imposing a 
fee on railroads and other public util- 
ities to be used in defraying expenses 
of regulating them. 


The decision was 5 to 4. Justices 
Roberts, Van Devanter, Sutherland, 
McReynolds and Butler voted against 
the law. Justice Cardoza, Chief Justice 
Hughes and Justices Brandeis and 
Stone dissented from their views. 

It was the first opinion this term 
in which Justice Stone participated. 
Ill since October 13, he returned to 
the bench today for the first time. 


Roberts, who delivered the majority 
opinion, said the state had not proved 
that the tax exacted from the railroad 
did “not exceed what is reasonably 
needed for the service rendered.”, 

Justice Cardoza, who delivered the 
dissenting opinion, said that “to show 
that the revolving fund was used as 


‘a common pot for the regulation of 


public utilities generally, irrespective 
of their special function, does not 
make out a case of wrong to railroads 
considered as a separate class.” 

The tax had been challenged by the 
Great Northern Railway Company, 
which won in the Thurston county su- 
perior court. That tribunal awarded 
the railroad a judgment of $25,466 for 
taxes paid under protest for 1929 to 
19331, inclusive.

New School Program 
Eases Pupil’s Studies | 


CHICAGO, Feb. 1.—(#)—Almost 
500,000 students in Chicago’s public 
schools started down an easier path 
to knowledge today. 

The curriculum was radically re- 
vised—streamlined, some called it— 
to make study less arduous an 
studies more attractive. 

There were the major changes 
which went into effect with the be- 
ginning of the second semester. 

High school freshmen were re- 
quired to take three “solid” subjects 
—English, general science and one 
elective course—instead of four. A 
rearrangement of study hours vir- 
tually eliminated homework. For 
the first time, credit points were 
allowed for music, art and physical 
training. 

Fractions and long division were 
abolished in the lower grades in the 
elementary schools. Pupils will not 
encounter them until they advance 
to the upper classes.

NEW YORK, Feb 1.—(4)—Dis- 
abled and leaking, the American 
freighter Manticut, with a rescue ship 
standing by, drifted in mid-Atlantic 
tonight, awaiting calmer weather in|

After being silent for many hours 
following an SOS call Sunday the 
vessel, with a crew of 35, reported one 
hold full of water, but the ship still 
afloat, in messages relayed here by 
Radio-Marine Corperation stations in 
Massachusetts. 

The ship, crippled by storms while 
bound from New Orleans to Liverpool, 
reported the Waukegan, another 
American freighter bound from New 
York to Liverpool, was standing by 
and would continue to, and_ that 
everything was “O. K. at present.” 

Information relayed here late to- 
day said, “may go to Azores when 
weather moderates.” 

The Norwegian vessel Corona, with 
25 persons aboard, which called for 
help early yesterday in the North sea, 
was reported in London today to be 
still afloat, with the American ship 
Cliffwood standing by. 

No new information was forthcom- 
ing about the Swedish freighter In- 
garo also in the North sea, which 
called for help at the same time the 
Corona did. The British ship Rose- 
wood was reported last night to be 
proceeding to the aid of the Ingaro.

Has Tale to Tell Picket Boat 2318 
of ‘the United 
States Coast Guard tied up to a tele- 
phone pole in Tell City this evening 
after a difficult run up the Ohio river 
from Evansville, Ind., on the way to 
Louisville for rescue work or any 
other service she may be able to give. 
She is one of five pickets which left 
Evansville Saturday afternoon. ‘The 
five made only 14 miles against the 
flood to Newburgh, Ind., in the re- 
maining thre hours of daylight Satur- 
day. ‘The 2318 which comes from 
Cape Charles, Md., and another boat 
from the same station were each tow- 
ing a 20-foot motorless lifeboat loaned 
by Culver Military Academy, of Cul- 
ver, Ind., and carrying in their cramp- 
ed cockpits a detail of 15 immature 
naval reserves from Indianapolis. 
Sunday the 2318 and her companion 
from Cape Charles dropped the life- 
boats and reserves at Rockport, Int. 
where they will try to carry feed to 
livestock marooned on an island which 
seems a dangerous—not to say impos- 
sible—job for not too robust city kids 
already exposed to cold weather and 
fed on haphazard meals, They pushed 
off from Newburgh Sunday morning 
in a bitter wind and with no more 
breakfast than some soda crackers and 
were too bashful to ask permission to 
warm themselves by the little coal 
ranges in the cabins of the picket 
boats.

Red Cross Praised. 

‘Too much praise cannot be heaped 
on the Red Cross for their wonderful 
work ... and the gratitude of the 
people of Louisville to the Red Cross 
and all others who fell over each 
other trying to render all the aid pos- 
sible is undying. 

“If the spirit that brought succor 
from all sections of the world could 
only be maintained we would not have 
to worry about war... and if the 
spirit that existed in Louisville dur- 
ing the flood will only live afterwards, 
Louisville will be a greater and hap- 
pier city. Everybody was a buddy to 
everyone else.” Mr. McClung said.

RESERVE IS SURE 
OF CREDIT CONTROL 


Bank Officials Confident. Ex- 


isting Limitations Will 
Prevent Inflation. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—(#)— 
Federal Reserve Board officials ex- 
pressed confidence today that existing 
machinery is adequate to control the 
nation’s credit supply even though 
the board has exhausted its authority 
to “lock up” idle bank funds. 

By making 331-3 per cent increase 
in the amount of reserves which must 
be held behind deposits, the board ex- 
ercised its maximum legal power to 
eliminate “excess reserves’ as a base 
for credit expansion. 

The action will cut the total of idle 
bank funds from $2,000.000.000 to 
about $500,000,000. The aim is to pre- 
vent a potentially injurous inflation of 


credit. 


Officials said today that in the 
future excess reserves can be: controll- 
ed through the sale and purchase of 
government securities by federal re- 
serves banks and through the treas- 
ury's new gold “sterilization” program.

Repairs and Building 
Have January Boom 


Building and repairs in Atlanta 
continued to “boom” during Jan- 
uary, the monthly report of the city 
building inspector revealed yester- 
day. 

The city issued permits for build- 
ings, repairs and renovations to- 
taling $325,988, as compared with 
$291.779 for January of 1936. The 
current figures include three fac- 
tories valued at $61,856; 29 dwell- 
ings valued at $82,450: six brick 
business houses worth $75,000; and 
four frame buildings at $1,975.

The bill carries an appropriation of 
$150,000,000. Governor Davey said he 
planned to ask the governors of New 
York, Pennsylvania, West Virginia, 
Kentucky, Indiana, Illinois, Missouri, 
Tennessee, Arkansas, Mississippi and 
Louisiana to lend their support to the 
Secrest bill.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Feb. 1.—() 
Dr. James H. Kirkland, chancellor of 
Vanderbilt University since 1893, re- 
signed today effective not later than 


July 1. 
The resignation was addressed to 


Frank CGC. Rand, president of the 
board of trust, which met here. 

The bohrd accepted the resignation 
effective July 1. 

Chancellor Kirkland addressed a 
brief letter in which he gave no ex- 
planation of his action. 

The letter, dated January 2, fol- 


lows: 
Resignation as Chancellor. 

“Tl beg to present to you an 
through you to the board of trust 
my resignation as chancellor of Van- 
derbilt. University. I ask that this 
be made effective at the pleasure of 
the board, but not later than July 1, 
1937.” : :

In an interview last September 9 
on his 75th’ birthday, Chancellor 
Kirklfind refused all credit for the 
expansion of the university and said 
‘none of the things we have done 
here are finished. No piece of work 
to which we have put our hand is to- | 
day complete. ‘There are a_ great 
many things to be done—all must be 
completed.” 

The position of chancellor at Van- 
derbilt, which corresponds to presi- 
dency in most universities, has been 
held by Dr. Kirkland for a longer pe- 
riod than that held by any man in an 
American university. 

He was elected chancellor: when he. 
was 34 years old. During his admin- | 
istration, the institutions’ asset in- | 
creased from less than $2,000,000 to | 
more than $20,000,000.

Recently a magazine printed a pic- 
ture with the title of “200 Scared 
Elephants.” The picture had been 
taken in Africa a few years ago by 
a British aviator, passing rather low 
overhead. It is little wonder that the 
elephants were afraid of such an ob- 

ject as an airplane!

A herd of 200 elephants is a large | 
one, but it is by no means the larg- | 
est seen in modern times. Sometimes

A custom in Tanganyika is to ent 
off the tail of a slain elephant, and 
to leave the body on the ground un- 
til the hunter and others ¢an come 
back to take away the tusks and skin. 
One day a hunter shot an elephant, 
eut off the tail, and went away. When 
he returned, there was no sign of the 
elephant’s body! 

What must have happened was that 
the big beast was only stunned when 
the bullet struck his head. Later an 
elephant was reported to be knocking 
over native huts, and this brought a 
‘game scout” of the British govern- 
ment to the scene. He tracked and 
shot the elephant, and found it had 
just the bare stump of a tail. This 
was very likely the same animal which 
had got up and walked away after 
heing shot by the hunter. One of its 
tusks weighed 119 pounds, the other 
126 pounds, 

Those were large tusks, but larger 
The heaviest 
on record seems to be one obtained 
near Mt. Kilimanjaro, Tanganyika. 
It was found to measure 10 feet and 
four inches in length, and to weigh 
236 pounds. It may now be seen in 
the British museum. Another very 
large tusk, owned by a British army 
officer, does not weigh so much but 
it is longer. It measures 11 feet and 
five inches along the outside curve. 

The tusks of elephants supply the 
ivory of commerce. The nmiarket price 
usually has been from $2 to $4 per 
Ivory has been used for piano 
keys, billiard balls and other objects. 
In former days it was the eommon 
thing to make piano keys out of ivory, 
but nowadays many pianos have keys 
made from celluloid or some other 
substance which looks like ivory.

Chairman R. H. Freeman Jr., of the 
Ways and means committee, announced 
the public hearing on the chain store 
tax measure, which was introduced 
last week by the Richmond county 
delegation. 

“We want to hear from both the

tax before making a recommendation 
to the house.”

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NEW INDUSTRY GROWS 
FROM GEORGIA MAPLE 


LaGrange Naturalist Reveals 
Successful Experiments 
With 300 Trees. 


_ LAGRANGE, Ga., Feb. 1.—A new 
industry for western Georgia, which 
will bring thousands of extra dollars 
each year to farmers and place an 
epicurean delicacy within the reach of 
all, is seen as a possibility by Dr. FB. 
B. Saltsman, naturalist and avocation- 
al farmer of this city, who proudly 
reviews results of his maple experi- 
ment conducted throughout the past 
winter. | 

“I believe Georgia can produce just 
as much maple syrup per tree as any 
other state,” he declares. 

“Spring comes early in Georgia, 
which gives the southerner a month’s 
advantage over the easterner,” he 
points out. “Maple sap can be obtain- 
ed-in commercial quantities here about 
the middle of January, which gives us 
a four or five weeks’ start on Vermont 
at the time when the market price is 
highest.” 

Dr. Saltsman, whose 1,000-acre farm 
lies along the banks of the Chatta- 
hoochee river, about 14 miles northeast 
of LaGrange, has a large wooded area 
on which about 300 maple trees are 
growing. 

Early in January last year he tap- 
ped a few trees with discouraging re- 
sults. Nearer the middle of the month 
he tapped 40 trees, ranging from one 
to three feet in diameter, trom which 
the sap flowed abundantly, each tree 
producing an average of one gallon a 
day. Larger trees tapped later pro- 
duced as much as four gallons a day, 
continuously until the latter part of 
February. 

Continuing the experiment, Dr. 
Saltsman boiled the sap thus obtained 
to make the sample syrup which he 
and his friends have enjoyed, and 
which he declares “‘is just as good as 
any made anywhere.” 

Dr. Saltsman bids fair to re-estab- 
lish an industry for Georgia—an in- 
dustry that may offer opportunity for 
real financial benefit to farmers and 
landowners who, in their idle months, 
may wrest from the estimated 10,000 
maple trees of this section an appre- 
ciable increase in income,

FAYETTEVILLE, N. C., Feb. 1.— 


OVER 15,000 PRIESTS 
MASSACREED BY "REDS’ 


Almost All of Catholic 
Churches Burned by Reds 
During Civil War. 


VATICAN CITY, Feb. 1.—))— 
Priests of the Spanish college in 
Rome asserted todav. in an article ia 
the official Vatiean publication. that 
almost half of Spain's priests have 
heen killed in “systemagic sinnghter”’ 
by “Reds” during the Spanish civil 
war. 

There were 33.500 priests in the 
country hefore the struggle between 
the Socialist government and Fascist 
insurgents began, said the article in 
the newspaner Osservator Romano. 

Eleven bishops also have been 
killed. But the identities of all of 
them have not yet been determined, 
the statement said. It said there 
were 60 bishops in Spain before the 
war. 


Many Imprisoned. 

Almost all the priests still alive 
oo government-held territory in Spain, 
said the article by the priests of the 
Spanish college, either have been im- 
prisoned or are in hiding. 

“Reports from 23 dioceses indicate 
almost all of the churches have been 
burned,” the article added. It said 
virtually no religious services were 
being held in churches and clerical 


carb was not seen. 

Th: summary of the “frightful 
losses suffered by the church in 
Spain,” the college officials declared, 
was based on 200 letters from priests 
and bishops and on reports brought 
by churchmen who fled from Spain 
to Rome. 

50 Per Cent Killed. 

“The information is not very pre- 
cise and is sometimes conflicting due 
to the turmoil,” the college priests 
said, “but in genera] it shows that 
some 40 to 50 per cent of the priests 
in Spain have been massacred by 
Communists. 

“Comparatively few nuns were 
killed, but most of them were com- 
pelled to leave convents and take ref- 
uge in private homes. 

“The killing of priests and_ the 
burning of churches seems to be part 
of a systematic campaign of slaugh- 
ter. Conditions have heen worse at 
Malaga and bad at Barcelona, but no 
part of Spain held by Communists has 
escaped. : 

“In nine dioceses the percentage of 
priests executed was 80 per cent. At 
Malaga, it reached an even 90 per 
cent.” 

The article said 200 priests who. 
fled from government-occupied sec- 
tiuns of Spain’ to Rome, where they 
stuyed at the college, have returned 
to Insurgent-held districts. In those 
areas, the priests’ declaration stated, 
the church was functioning fully. 

No statistics are available concern- 
ing the fate of 20,640 members of 
religious orders in Spain, the college 
priests said. 

FURTHER VICTORIES 
CLAIMED BY LOYALISTS 


MADRID, Feb. 1.—(4)—Govern- 
ment forces reported new gains on 
the Granada and Bay of Biscay fronts 
today while, except for sporadic ar- 
tillery fire, Madrid was quiet. 

Basque Socialists reported their 
lines advanced on the Eibar, Ordina 
and Marquina sector, blowing up an 
Insurgent powder dump on the part 
of the front called Kalamua. Official 
reports said many Fascist troops wer 
killed. : 

Fighting in the south was carried 
almost to the gates of Granada, gov- 
ernment reports said, with important 
Fascist lines of communication cut. 
Socialists said an immediate attack 
upon the Insurgent stronghold was 
not threatened, 

The Febus (Spanish) News Agency 
reported from Barcelona the death of 
Eduardo ‘Farras, identified as the 
bomb-thrower in an attempt to assassi- 
nate Alfonso XIII, ex-King of Spain, 
in 1905 in Paris. The agency said 
Farras died in San Andres. insane 
asylum. 

(An attempt to assassinate the then 
youthful King of Spain occurred May 
31, 1905, as Alfouso was riding from 
the grand opera house in Paris with 
President Loubet. A bomb exploded 
almost under the carriage in which the 
King and President were riding. They 
weré unharmed.)

It is a common cry we hear in the 
family where there is a rapidly grow- 
ing boy orgirl: “It just seems that 
Junior cannot get enough to eat. 
Why, he eats more than his father!” 


Which may well be true. Junior is 
growing so fast he. should eat more 
than his father. Parents do not al- 
ways recognize this fact. ' 

The reason is that Junior’s food 
must do two things for him. First, it 
must provide everything he needs to 
build a strong, healthy body. Second, 
it must provide energy for a life that 
is more active than father’s, if he is a 
normal boy. 

Father’s body long ago reached its 
mature size, when he stopped growing 
as to height, bone structure and mus- 
cle development. His food requirement

necessary to replace wornout tissues, 
regulate body functions, and provide 
energy. 

On the other hand, Junior’s body 
will double its size between the ages 
of seven and fourteen, and his food 
must give him the material to do this 
with. 

Muscle Building Foods. 

Protein foods are among the most 
important for growing children, for 
those are the only ones which the body 
can convert into muscle. Such foods 
are meat, eggs, milk, fish and cheese, | 
with certain vegetables containing | 
smaller amounts. 

Meat is one of the best sources of 
protein, for its protein is of the high- 
est quality. In addition, meat is our 
best source of iron, needed for rich. 
red blood, and it is a valuable source 
of phosphorous, without which a 
child's bones ‘and teeth will not de- 
velop properly. 

Therefore, when Junior: looks long- 
ingly at the extra piece of meat on 
the platter at dinner, give it to him 
instead of saving it for father. Junior 
needs it more than father does. 


To Help the Budget. 

With a family of growing children, 
all needing and wanting big servings 
of meat, mother sometimes has a 
problem to make her budget come 
out right. It will help her to remem- 
ber that most less demanded cuts of 
meat, which are lower in price, have 
just as much and as good food value 
as have the more demanded steaks, 
roasts and chops. 

The less demanded cuts may call 
for more care and skill in cooking, 


these. Here are a few recipes which 
will help her. All call for meats whose 
prices will not strain the purse strings. 
Roast Stuffed Breast of Lamb. 
Select a breast of lamb including 
the foreshank. Have the butcher crack

Lay the stuffed breast, ribs down, on 
a rack in an open roasting pan. Do 
not add water. Roast at 300 F. about 
two hours or until the meat is tender.

For the baked onions, choose a 
large, mild-flavored variety. Cut the 
onions in half crosswise and simmer 
in lightly salted water until about half 
done. Lift the onions out and arrange 
in a baking dish. Remove the cen- 
ters without disturbing the outer lay- 
ers. Chop the onion centers and add 
to the forcemeat stuffing. Fill the 
onion shells with this mixture, cover, 
and bake in a moderate oven for about 
one-half hour, or until the onions are 
tender. Remove the cover from the 
baking dish during the last of the 
cooking so that the onions will brown 
well on top. 


Forcemeat Stuffing. 


Ground lean meat from the lamb 
foreshank, 2 cups fine dry bread 
crumbs, 2 tablespoons butter or other 
fat, 1-4 cup chopped celery, 1 table- 
spoon chopped onion, 1 spring parsley, 
cut fine; 1-8 teaspoon celery seed, 1-4 
teaspoon savorey dressing, 1 teaspoon 
salt, 1-8 teaspoon pepper. 

Melt the butter in a skillet, add the 
celery and onion and cook for two or 
three minutes. Add the ground meat 
and stir until the juice evaporates and 
the meat browns slightly. Then add 
the bread crumbs and seasonings and 
stir until well mixed.

“™ Nancy Adapts an Old Quilting Pattern.

“One of the most famous designs 
for quilting is the pineapple. 1 never 
have been able to understand just 
why, but it evidently had a pictorial 
quality which the early quilt makers 
enjoyed. Another odd figure they 
used frequently was the willow tree. 
Of course in one way that can be 
understood because the willow tree 
was a symbol used on their funeral 
ecards and pictures. In addition it had 
a grace that endeared itself to the 
beanty-hungry women of New Eng- 
land. 

“T took this quilting design and 
modified it to. fit a 12-inch square. 
Then because there would have been 
too many empty spaces if I had used 
the four pineapples only, I added the 
connecting lines which form ovals 
and half ovals, and which suggest in 
a certain way the plumes of the pine- 
apple. 

“When you get the quilting design 
which you procure by following the 
directions gmen below, you will see 
that only one pineapple is drawn. 


But there is an easy way of getting 


the large pattern. Cut a piece of 
tough paper or lightweight cardboard 
into a square measuring 14 inches. 
Draw or fold a diagonal from op- 
posite corner to opposite corner. 
Then fold or draw lines from other 
two opposite corners. At the point 
where they cross you have located 
the exact center of the square. Place 
the design on the paper or cardboard 
with carbon paper between the two 
so that the point marked ‘O’ on the 
picture is directly over the cénter of 
the square. ‘Trace the design, then 
pivot the design one quarter of way, 
still keeping O on the center and 
draw the design again. Do this for 
other two quarters. Now either prick 
the design or if you have used card- 
board make a second outline parallel 
to first and cut out a slit between the 
two parallel lines as is done with a 
stencil. Remember that every so 
often the slit is not cut Jeaving 
‘brides’ to hold the pattern together. 

“If you perforate the design you 
mav use a sewing machine needle left 
unthreaded and run slowly on the 
machine. . 

‘After the design is ready for trans- 
ferring a stamping powder or paste 
may be rubbed through the perfora- 
tions or the design may be marked 
by using a sharply pointed colored 
lead pencil in the slits. In quilting 
use fine white thread and a short fine 
needle. The needle is known as a 
quilting or ‘between’ needle. Use 
number 60 thread. Make about 10 
to 12 stitches to the inch and be 
sure that the needle goes clear through 
the quilt from top to bottom for each 
and every stitch.”

Single raises are of two kinds, full!
